She always came in early, and 
was the last to leave, for she said she 
wanted to be in the-church as long as 
she could.

One day the sewing society met at. 
our house, and Aunt Hannah was so 
glad the sun shone, for she hoped the 
sent before winter came.

sick for a fortnight, and sits in the pew 
foremost his wife, too. 

““ Are you sure he did not stop on 
his way back?” asked Aunt Hannah,

I saw aunty was sadly wearied by 
this talk, and she finally laid down her 
work, and said, emphatically, “* Well, 
my good friends, when I am ill, and 


‘| want © see the minister, I shall let bim 


know, and I am sure he willcome. We 
can’t expect him to always know when 
we are sick, unless”— and her eyes 
twinkled a little—‘‘unless one had the 


small-pox, and hung out a flag; but 


there is one thing—I do hope and pray 
that I shall die before my minister does.” 

A little while after that there was a 
financial crisis in the village. The mill 
was stopped ; sugar went up ; hay went 
down, and the salary could not be rais- 
ed. Poor aunty’s lips moved more and 
more as she sat at the window with her 
work. The people did not come to 
church as they had done. Everybody 


seemed cold’and worldly. One Sunday, 


in this sad crisis, Mr. Sincerity preached 
an extempore sermon. I must note his 
own words here: 

‘All the first part of my discourse the 
people seemed cold and indifferent, but 
I noticed Aunt Hannah’s eyes were 
fixed on me; sometimes her lips moved; 
I knew she must be praying for me, and 
with this thought in my heart words 
and strength came. Her eyes filled 
with tears, and this helped me more still; 
and before my sermon was over! had 
-the attention of every one in the house. 

‘* As I came out of the church she 
lingered. The rest of the people had 
gone. She put her hand in mine, and, 
lifting up her tearful face, said, ‘@My 
dear young friend, your sermon has been 
such a blessing to me I do wish I could 
do something for you in your troubles.

‘¢T told her the words were hers— 
that it was her prayersthat had given 
me courage and strength to speak ; but 
it was hard to make ber realize it. ”. 

It 
was the last sermon she ever heard. A 
few days after, as Frank andI were sit- 
ting reading in the parlor just before 
sunset we heard a heavy fall, and rush- 
ing up stairs we found our dear aunt 
lifeless on the floor. ‘A sudden stroke 
of paralysis, ” the doctor said, but her 
face was so Salm and peaceful, as we 
laid her on her bed, it seemed a “* death- 
like sleep.”

Christ said: “Phe poor 
ye always have with you.” This is 
true, in a sense wider than is meant by 
the presence among us of persong need- 
ing charity. Humanity has many needs 
Other than food and clothing. To help 
men in these directions @ a great and 
important work; but he who recog- 
nizes charity in these directions only, 
does not enjoy a full view of its benefi- 
centrange. 

- True charity covers in its sympathy 
every human necessity, and aims as 
much to supply mental and spiritual 
needs as to supply the wants of the 
body. True charity also seeks to meet 
these needs by the most beneficent 
means. Very much giving is not char 
ity, for it does more harm than good, 


dependence. That giving which is in- 
spired by true love contemplates the 
highest advantage of the recipient. 


This age is marked by larger munifi- 
cence and philanthropy than any other. 
Schools are provided for the neglected 
ones ; homes for the destitute and aged ; 
tenefhents for the poor, in which decent 
homes can be had at small cost; asy- 
lumns, retreats, hospitals, and institu- 
tions of all sorts abound. Men who 
give liberally in these various directions 
are often unfairly criticized because 
their methods do not chance to meet 
the views of the self-appointed critic. 
Notably is this so of the Woman’s 
Hotel, in New York, designed by the 
late A. T. Stewart, and completed by 
his widow. 

Would that all rich men would work 
out for themselves some plan for the 
elevation and amelioration of humanity, 
in @ manner that would be satisfactory 
to their own views. The millions 
which some have accumulated would 
become thus a fountain of blessing for 
all time, instead of an apple of discord 
for heirs to quarrel over and lawyers to 
consume. | 

But while we cannot all make such 
large investments, no one is d@prived of 
doing his utmost. There are many 
combinations by which the littles of the 
many can be united in grand schemes. 


should study the problem quite as heart- 
ily as if they possessed much more; and 
should put that little into such plans as 
are wise and helpful. Our churches 
combine in many laudable schemes. 
Each group of churches. have agencies 
for blessing the entire world in its deep- 
est needs—supplying, not directly food 
and clothing, but bestowing a better 
than silver or gold, in sending the gos- 
pel, which is healing, and riches of un- 
told value, and whenever received, be- 
comes the fountain of all temporal, social 


.and national good. 


Some petulant ones complain that 
“Itis give, give, give.” So it is, and 
so it should be. Giving is god-like 
action. .He who gives most of what he 
possesses, of thought, time, sympathy, 
effort or means, is most like God. This 
is a subject of vast import, and should 
not be left to chance consideration. 
Giving should not be allowed to be 
merely the response to sentiment, nor 
to any public pressure, nor for reputa- 
tion, nor merely to carry out pet notions; 
nor should it ignore the laws of human 
growth and action, by any enervating 
influence, or by inviting to inaction; but 
should be exercised ina true judgment, 
both of the amount bestowed, and of the 


method of application. Benevolence 
trained from childhood becomes a bles- 
sed beneficence in after years, and in- 
troduces among men the largest chan- 
nels of doing and of getting good. 


The phenomenon of such a man as 
Tweed did not have origin within himself. He 
was a sclf-made politician, schemer and em- 
bezzler, but he was also the fruit of his times. 
.There are many causes responsible for such a 
man. The possibility of such a career lay in 
the laxity of public scrutiny; in the su- 
pineness of the best part of American citizen- 
ship; in the unchecked growth, from small 
beginnings, of political peculations, from the 
first stolen dollars to the last stolen millions. 
Our legislators, our municipal rulers, are only 
bad because badness is permitted to control, 
because the better elements of society are in- 
}active. Successful sin leads to greater sin, and 
one successful transgressor opens the way for 
a vast horde. The same disease is showing it- 
self in trust defalcations, in savings banks 


insurance companies and elsewhere. Specula- 
tion, haste to be rich, weak consciences, rotten 
arguments as to right and wrong, as to respon- 
sibility, are among the causes. Integrity, con- 
science and vigilance are everywhere wanted.

PLEASANT LIFE AMONG THE 
MARITIME ALPS. 

Exploring, one day, through the nar- 
row streets of the town of Mentone, 
we heard the measured creaking and 
thud, which reminded us so much of 
sounds once familiar in many farm- 
houses in America, that we stopped to 
listen. We perceived that this sound 
proceeded from a low, dark room in the 
lowest apartment of one of those six- 
story stone buildings ; the room appro- 
priated to the donkey and goats, in 
cases where such animals are owned by 
tenants of the house. Well, here was 
a little old woman with her loom. No 
light could enter but from the narrow 
door. The ceiling was too low for us 
to stand erect. The poor woman looked 
as though she had not smiled for many 
years, and as though she never expect- 
ed to smile again. She took no notice 
of us, nor moved a muscle of her face ; 
but kept weaving away, as resignedly as 
could have been those who were bound 
to the wheel of Sisyphus. That her 
task would not be ended when the sun_ 
went down, was too evident from the 
rude lamp which hung in front of her. 


‘Linen is much worn in this country, and 


the garments of these peasants are an 
easy fit, and, we judge, cut and made 
at home, to a large extent. 

That woman ot the loom, as we inti- 
mated, wore a fearfully sad and hope- 
less expression ; but the people are not 
all like her. They come tothe water 
fountains te fill their tubs and kettles, 
and while awaiting their turn at the 
stream, they sometimes laugh and chat 
in lively syyle. Children play their sim- 
ple games in the streets, and shoemak- 
ers, here, whistle and sing over” the 
last, as they do proverbially all over 
the world. Picking up the olive-berries 
seems to devolve upon the women and 
children. Men climb the trees, and 
with a long pole thrash the limbs, and 
the fruit falls to the earth. It is of a 
purple color, and not more than half 
the size of the pickled olive that you 
are accustomed to see. Itis very full 
of oil ; and there are, consequently, many 


oil mills in the surrounding country. 


We come upon them frequently in un- 
expected places. Some of them are 
worked by mule power, but most of 
them by water, by means of overshot 
wheels; and very little water serves 
that purpose. We visited, some time 
ago, an extensive establishment of this 
kind, which consisted of a dozen build- 
ings climbing one above the other up a 
very steep hill. A smart little stream 
tumbled down along the side of these 
buildings, and in its course turned a 
half-a-dozen large overshot wheels, and 
they made lively time. By permission, 


we investigated these premises from bot- 


tom to top. Midway was a flouring-mill 
the grinding and bolting operations go- 
ing on just as they did at the old red 
“ orist-mill” near the village which 
knew me when I was a boy. Men 
were sacking the bran for horse feed, 
and with that bran they were mixing 
a large, coarse, black pod, known as the 
horse bean—the kind that was used by 
Captain Jinks of the Horse Marines. In 
the upper building were machinery and 
appliances for manufacturing maccaroni 
and vermicelli; and such varieties of 
maccaroni as they showed us! Many em- 
ployees, male and female, were busy 
handling and packing it. We watched 
some of the processes of manufacture, 
but to detail these processes would be 
too tedious. In the lower buildings 
were the oil mills. The berries are 
thrown into vats, where they are crush- 
ed under the broad stone wheels, which 
revolve around an upright post and turn 
on their axles. From the mill, the mac- 
erated olives are removed to other vats, 
and then put under presses. There are 
tanks below for receiving the oil, and 


there are processes for refining. They 


showed us the refined oil, the oil-cake, 
oil in easks ready for market, and oil 
in skins—the bottles of Scripture times, 
when “new wine must be put into new 
bottles.” 

There are _ factories here, 
also. Flowers bloom in amazing profu- 
sion on these sunny slopes. Boys and 
girls go past our door with great bas-. 
kets of violets which they have gather- 


ed. Large quantities of oranges are 


worked up at these factories ; the rind 
for perfume and the pulp for sweet- 


meats. 

Lubin has a manufactory at Nice, and 
also at other places. ‘The extent of the 
orchards of olives, oranges and lemons 
along this “reviera” is well-nigh in- 
credible. We may almost call them 
forests; and then to think that every 
one of these little olive berries has to 
be picked by hand! 

We had been wondering what provis- 
ion the women made for “their babies 
while they are at work in the vineyards 
and olive-yards, or while washing, or 
gathering fuel, until one day when 
traversing the streets of a villageon the 
mountain side, we saw, in a large room 
(you would call it a stable) with grass 
spread over the floor, quite a group of 
children, and among them a number of 
babies, and a cradle for each baby ; and 
all these children were in the care of 
two old women. I guessed, therefore, 
that this was the way mothers disposed 
of their children while they were out 


at work, perhaps setting the grape cut- 


tings on the terraces two thousand feet 
above us, or perhaps gathering a don- 
key-load of twigs or pine-cones for fuel. 
I have been wanting to give you 
a description of the manner in which 
the people dig about and manure their 
their trees; for without such culture 
they would be ‘‘ barren fig - trees,” 
and barren orange and lemon trees. 
But I am making this letter too long, 
and I will only say, therefore, in this 
connection, that they dig up the entire 
soil in which the trees stand ; and be- 
sides, when the tree shows signs of bar- 
renness, they dig a deep trench around 
it, fill this with manure, and then cover 
it deep with earth. Old woolen rags are 
used extensively to manure the fig-trees. 
Immense quanties of rags are brought 
in bales to the coast for this purpose. 
But though there be manure, and 
careful pruning and digging, there is 
yet something more needed, or the trees 
bear no fruit. They must have water as 
well, some time or other. Therefore, 
the ground is terraced so as to hold the 
rain when it falls; and there are reser- 
voirs of mason-work placed promiscu- 
ously here and there, both to gather and 
hold the water as it may come down 
every little ravine, and also to gather 
every drop which oozes from the earth 
or trickles from any crevice in the 
rocks. Tunnels are likewise run into 
the mountains where there is any pros- 
pect of tapping a spring, Then there 
are aqueducts and ditches to carry this 
water to every terrace, and tv the roots 
of every tree on all these mountain 


sides. 


and not a few are highly picturesque as 
they span ravines, or stretch across 
plains with their many arches. 

When taking in at a glance tbe solid 
walls which support the terraces, the 
many ,reservoirs of solid masonry, the 
carefully constructed aqueducts laid in 
stone and cement, and-the well-made 
roads up the mountain sides, the bound- 
ary walls also, we are amazed that the 
people could have accomplished all this, 
until we reflect that it is not one gener- 
ation, only, that has done it all; but for 


two thousand years, perhaps, these 


works have been growing—the children 
kéeping in repair what their fathers left 
them, and laying, it may.be, a few more 
stones, or making another terrace, or 
planting a few more trees ; so that what 
we see here is not as in America, the 
fruit of one century’s genius and toil, 
but possibly the slow growth of seventy- 
five generations. They show us olive 
trees at Cape Martin said to be two 
thousand years old. 

Laboring men, in this country, are 
paid two and one-half francs (nearly 
fifty cents) per day, and they board 
themselves. Sometimes, for an occasion- 
al day’s work, they receive three francs, 
and there are no labor strikes. If they 
should ever migrate to some place 
where they will get two and a half to 
four or five dollars for a day’s work, 
they can then afford to strike; for those 
who have work can earn enough to sup- 


port themselves and their brethren, also, 
who are “on the strike.” - When Jesh- 
urum waxed fat, he kicked.—_{A. W.

as & permanency; nor is it drawn large- 
ly toward the house of God. 


We do not wisely conceive of prayer 
when we think of it as involving 
merely the relation of sovereign and sup- 
pliant. We are rather to conceive it as 
embodying the fact of spiritual society 
between our Father which is in heaven 
and his children on earth. Weare work- 
ers together with God, and prayer with its 
answer is his apppinted method for con- 
sultation and ack between a 
wise and kind master-workman and those 
who delight to be in his employ. This 
conception of prayer as spiritual inter- 
course and converse, the ontgoing and 
outgiving of heart to heart, lifts it at once 
out of the range, into which so many put 
it, of superstitious religious observances, 
and equally out of the range of forms and 
mere obligations. Real heart-intercourse 
does not seek for itself formal modes of 
utterance, nor will it be undertaken by 
compulsion or upon requirement. The 
soul, conscious of its own inadequacy to 
the work of life, will “ery unto the 
Lord”—not in any formal phraseology, 
nor merély at set times, but in incessant 
upspringing desires, and often in yearn- 
ings of the spirit too deep for utterance. 
The training of a soul in this world 
of ours isa momentous undertaking, and 
there is no one, who so much as half 
appreciates the task, but will constantly 
desire to “take counsel of the Lord,”’ 
that he may be divinely guided, not 
lead into temptation, but delivered from 
evil. Prayer, then,is but the name for 
natural, spontaneous intercourse between

The A. M. A. and the A. H. M, 8. 


A valued correspondent, “G. F. G. 
M.,” of Grass Valley, raised the question 
in the last Paciric, whether the Ameri- 
can Missionary Association might not be 
merged in the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, and thus the expense of one 
set of machinery be saved, without seri - 
ous detriment to any part ofthe work. I 
thank him for thus speaking out the que- 
ries which, he says, have started in many 
minds. What we want in all our char- 
itable operations is broad day-light. Let 
them be seen through and through. 
The suggestions of a friend and helper 
like *G. F..G. M.,” are always wel- 
come. I regret that the crowd of pas- 
toral cares incidental to the opening of 
our new church, compels: me go reply 
with the utmost brevity. The question 
is one of economy and efficiency. 


1. As to expense for salaries: The 
Home Missionary Society, until recently, 
had three secretaries. It has. reduced 
the number to two—not because, in the 
view of its Executive Committee, three 
were no longer needed ; but because ‘the 
churches could not see the need, and 
demanded the reduction. It is incon- 
ceivable that the correspondénce of the 
A. M. A. with its Foreign missions; its 
work among the Freedmen in churches, 
colleges and schools ; its work among the 
Indians and Chinese—should not, at 
least, be equal to that of the A. H. M. 
S. Suppose, then, that this is assumed 
by the latt-r Society—it would then 
certainly need to have atleast its third 
secretary again. It now pays its Secre- 
taries, as I understand it, $4,009 per 
annum. The salary of one secretary of 
the A. M. A. is $2,500 perannum. The 
treasurer of the A. H. M. §S., called to 
keep the additional books, acknowledge 
the additional receipts, and make the 
additional disbursements of the A. M. 
A., would need at least one additional 
clerk, a first-class accountant. The 
Treasurer of the A. M. A. receives, as I 
understand it, no salary; while the pay 
of the Assistant Treasurer, who does 
most of the work, isno greater than a 
first class accountant would require, and 
less than he himself could command in 
mercantile or banking establishments. 
What is true of the heads of tkese de- 
partments is true all through. Not a 
single employee can be found. at 
the office of the A. M. A. that 
would not need to be transferred to that 
of the A. H. M.S. if the union proposed 
should be made; while the expense, 
instead of being lightened, would be for 
Secretary’s salary, at least, $1,500 per 
annum more. As to the work among 
the Chinese in this state, no doubt Bro. 
Warren could attend to it well, provided 
he were furnished with a clerk in his 
office. Otherwise, it would be simply 
impossible. But the salary of a suitable 
clerk for him would be at least twice 
the amount paid for conducting the 
work on the present plan. - 

2. As to rents: As I understand the 
matter, the A. M. A. owns the building, 
at 56 Reade St., N. Y., where its office 
is, It may be in debt forit; but I ap- 
prehend that the income from rents 
pays interest and insurance. About 
this, however, I may be mistaken. On 
another point [am not mistaken—viz : 
there is not an inch of wasted room 
about their premises. If the work were 
transferred tg the A. H. M. S., it would 
be obliged to secure additional space at 
the Bible House, i in @ locality less con- 
venient, and at a rent, if I mistake not, 
considerable higher. No saving here. 
3. Then, thirdly, the A. H. M. S. is by 
its charter limited to the precise work 
it is now doing so well. It cannot sus- 
tain schools,or conduct foreign mis- 
sions, or labor among tke Indians, be- 
cause this is not the work it was designed 
and chartered to do. Indeed, if the 
utmost possible simplicity and unity in 
our charitable operation were to be se- 
cured, all our organizations ought to be 
merged in the A. M. A. It is the only 
one among them that oan, under its 
charter, work everywhere and in every 
way for the salvation of souls. It can 
conduct foreign missions ; it can conduct 
home missions;it can build colleges 
and build churches; it can _ establish 
common schools and normal achool, 
and Sabbath-schools; it can distribute 
Bibles and tracts; it can educate men to 
be ministers, to be teachers, to be workers 
as lay-Christians ; it 7s now doing all this 
variety of work. It is the only one 
among all our benevolent organizations 
whose charter is broad enough to admit 
of it. Buat— 

4. I donot think it desirable that all 
should be merged in this one because 
simplicity and unity may be carried to 
an extreme. Thereis economy and ef- 
ficiency in division of labor, to a cer- 
tain extent. It seems to me that in the 
work of our Congregational churches, as 
now arranged, we have. jast hit the 
golden mean between too great com- 
plexity upon the one hand, and exces. 


} sion. 


-to all. 


sive simplicity upon the other ; and that 


each department of the Lord’s work, as 


committed to the Congregational 
churches, is managed with about as 
much economy and efficiency as the 
means at command will allow.

The fourth meeting of the River Con- 
ference of the Congregational churches 
of Contra Costa, Solano and Napa Coun- 
ties, was held at Pacheco, on Monday 
and Tuesday, the 15th and 16th insts. 


The following brief report of the pro- 


ceedings may stir upsome of our sister 
churches to a knowledge of advantages 
and privileges arising from such con- 
f:rences, and, we hope, bring them to 
come out to such and similar meetings. 

The Conference was opened by the 
Rev. Jno. Banfield, of Benicia, with the 
reading of a portion of Scripture, and 
payer. Rev. J. Lanman, Rev. A. 
Williams and Mr. Cook were invited to 
sit as corresponding members. Rev. J 
Bantield acted as moderator, W. W. 
Bagster as scribe. 


The question, ‘‘ What can be done to 


make the missionary concert a stronger 
power in our churches?” was opened by 
the Rev. J. J. Powell, of Nortonville, 
who read an essay treating the subject 
in an able manner, striking home, im- 
pressing the necessity of the indwelling 
of the Holy Ghost. The various modes 
of conducting the missionary concert 
were brought before the meeting by the 
speakers, and considerable interest man- 
ifested. 

The evening meeting opened with 
songs, prayer and the reading of a part 
of Ephesians. By request, the registrar 
read the minutes of the last meeting of 
the Conference. A vote of thanks was 
passed to the Rev. Mr Banfield for the 
careful and able manner in which he had 
kept the minutes. 

Owing to the absence of the Rev. A. 
F. Hichcock, Rev. J. J. Powell, being 
called on, preached a fine and heart- 
stirsing sermon from the 34th and 35th 
verses of the 13th chapter of John’s 
Gospel. The subject was “ Brotherly 
Love,” and truly full of love was the 

Tuesday morning 9 A. M.,’ session 
opened with reading of Sotiptare and 
prayer. Some warm and heart-cheering 
testimony was given, both as to individ- 
ual experience, and in exaltation of the 
work of the ministry. A committee ap- 
pointed to takea roll of names and cre. 
dentials, reported pastors and delegates 
from the Benicia, Antioch, Clayton, 
Nortonville, Martinez and Pacheco chur- 
ches, 

Under the discussion “ How shall we 
make the Church more aggressive ? ” 
such thoughts as these were brought out 
with feeling and earnestness: Our suf- 
ficiency is not of ourselves, but of God. 
Greater faith in God is necessary in the 
church. Prayer. Let the church be 
united. Every one slew his man.’’ 
How did they conquer? Every one slew 
his man. The purity of Jesus’ life. 
He went about doing good. How shall 
we become aggressive? By becoming 
like Christ. 

Reports from the various ehurches 
followed. The whole evidence of report 
went to show a gradual increase in in- 
terest and success in the vatious church- 
es, and considerable vitality in Sabbath- 
schools and other branches of work. 
The word was, Here, we are praying for 
a revival; we are stirring up our church 
members to increased purity and holi- 
ness; we are looking for and expect a 
large number of our children to come 
in. The invitation of the church of 
Antioch, to meet there for next Confer- 
ence, in July, was accepted, 

The afternoon session being opened in 
form, a vote of thanks was unanimously 
carried to our registrar{ for the able 
manner in which he has performed the 
duties of his office, and expressive of our 
sorrow at the thought of so soon losing 
him, for a distant fidld of labor. He re- 
plied in most touching words, and, like 
Paul when he commended the Ephesian 
church to God, so now we serrowed at 
the words which he spake. 

The closing discussion of the Confer- 
ence was on the question, “ How young 
shall we take children into our 
churches?” Rev. J. Lanman, of Oak- 
land, opened this subject with fervent 
words, showing how Christ taught us 
to gather in the lambs into the fold. 
This was the question, if I might say so, 
of the Conference; for the many speakers, 
though taking up point after point, and 
using illustration after illustration, all 
added their weight to the argument, 
saying, “Gather them in.” <A child is 
hardly too young to sin, to learn of 
the devil; can they be too *young to 
learn of and love their Savior? The 
church is the place for all such as love 
Jesus.

REMARKABLE Procress.—The third 
annual report of the Japanese Minister 
of Education, Mr. Tanaka Fujimaro, 
for the year 1877; has just been publish- 
ed. It isa most interesting document 
of thirty-six pages, printed in Japanese 
and English, and fairly crowded with 
important information. We gather from 
it that the private schools are gradually 
disappearing before the public schools. 
Eighty-four private schools were closed 
during the year. The, whole number pf 
elementary schools last year was 24,229, 
of. which 2237 were private schools. 
The increase in the number of these pri- 
mary schools was#4208—an astonishing 
growth. The number of teachers was 
44.501, of which 40,511 were male and 
538 were female teachers in public 
schools, and 3196 were male and 256 
female teachers of private schools. The 
increase in the number of teachers was 
7,631. In the public schools, 1,877,591 
male and 426,438 female schoolars were 
instructed, and in the private schools 84,- 
468 male and 37,629 female pupils were 
taught. The whole number under in- 
struction was 1,828,474. But the sys- 


tem is rapidly overtaking the wants of | 


the population, for the increase of the 
number gathered into the schools during 
the year was 211,358. Above these el- 
ementary schools are what are called 
“‘middle schools.” Of these 116 were 


» maintained, taught by 260 native male 


teachers, 3 native female teachers, and 
2 foreign male teachers,and instructing 
5620 scholars, of whom 5437 were males 
and 183 females. The increase for 1877 
was 84 schools, 91 teachers, 2467 schol- 
ars. Of normal schools there wree 90, 
just double the number of the previous 
year. As instructors 583 males and 5 
females were employed, who taught 
7989 male and 107 female students. 
The number of public school buildings 
erected during the year was 3881. The 
finances of the department were man- 
aged with a wise economy, and at the 
end of the year a balance of two mil- 
lions of dollars was on hand, to be devo- 
ted to the formation of a puble school 
fund—an object greatly desired by the 
government.

Sabbath-school Lesson.

SECOND QUARTER—LESSON V-, 


Lesson for Sunday, May 5th, 1878— 
Jer. lii: 1-11. 
THE CAPTIVITY OF JUDAB. 


Golden Text.— ‘Jerusalem hath griev- 
ously sinned ; therefore she is removed.” 
Lam. t: 

Introductory. —The history of the 
kingdom of Judah is brought, by a few 
of our last lessons, near to the predicted 
overthrow of that. kingdom. Four hun- 


‘| dred and fifty years, or thereabouts, had 


passed away since David had fixed his 
royal abode in Jerusalem, and during 
most of that time it had flourished. It 
was now destroyed, and its overthrow 
at the hands of Nebuchadnezzar, which 
involved great wretchedness, was long 
pointed to as a signal proof of God’s 
displeasure against the wickedness in 
which its people indulged. Josiah was 
the last of Judah’s kingly heroes.” Four 
kings succeeded him before the final 


vassals of Egypt and Babylon. Jeho- 
ahaz and Eliakim (the latter named Je- 
hoiakim by the Egyptian king) unwor- 
thy sons of Josiah, held their kingly, 
yet base, positions as vassals of Pharaoh- 
necho.. Nebuchadnezzar, of Babylon, 
defeated the Egyptian king, dethroned 
and slew Jehoiakim, and placed the lad 
Jeconiah or Coniah (or Jehoiachin, as 
he is called in 2 Chron. xxxvi: 9) on 
the throne. The Babylonian king again 
(in three months after) invaded Pales- 
tine, carried off the boy king and some 
10,000 captives, and placed Zedekiah, 
the boy’s uncle, and the youngest son of 
Josiah, on the throne. This introduces 
us to the twentieth and last king of Ju- 
dab. 

Notes.—First : Zedekiah’s reign and 
rebellion. Zedekiah’s nominal reign be- 
gan at the age of twenty-one and ex- 
tended over a period of eleven years, to 
the overthrow of the Holy City. ‘“His' 
mother’s name was Hamutal,” etc. She 
was one of the wives of Josiah, and the 
mother of Jehoahaz, as well as of Zede- 
kiah. She was the daughter of the Jer- 
emiah mentioned in 2 Kings xxiii: 31, 
of whom nothing furtheris known. ‘Of 
Libnah,” one of the Canaanitish cities 
taken by Joshua. It was about thirty 
miles southwest of Jerusalem. “He did 
that which was evil,’ etc. This is in- 
tended to be general and descriptive of 
the spirit of his whole administration. 
‘‘ According to all that Jehoiakim had 
done,’’ who, although a dependent and 
vassal ot Egypt, affected great luxury 
and magnificence. He was an extor- 
tionate tyrant, and was remembered as 
a most selfish, cruel and luxurious prince. 
He murdered the prophet Urijah, and 
Jeremiah barely escaped the same fate. 
He was the tool of the idolaters, and the 
patron of heathen worship in its worst 
forms. This is also descriptive of the 
spirit of Zedekiah and his reign. Prob- 
ably he deemed himself stronger than 
he really was, and he imitated the wick- 
ed kings who had gone before him, re- 
belling against God, and giving no heed 
to the warnings brought to him by Jer- 
emiah, who for so long a time had faith- 
fully sought to instruct and benefit his 
predecessors and himself. 


Zedekiah refused, moreover, to ob- 
serve the terms on which Nebuchadnez- 
zar had permitted him to reign. That 
mighty.monarch took an oath from him 
(2 Chron. xxxvi: 13) probably for the 
payment of a stipulated yearly tribute, 
thus acknowledging subjection and de- 
pendence ; but he disregarded his oath, 
and perfidiously vivlated his engage- 
ments. We cannot wonder at this. 
His rebellion against God occasioned 
his being left to himself. Having thrown 
off divine restraints, he was not to be 
bound: by human obligations. The 
priests and the people all took the same 
course that he did. .God mercifully sent 
them message after message, which 
might have arrested their progress, but 
they treated these messages with con- 
tempt, despised God’s words and mis- 
used his prophets. (See 2 Chron. xxxvi: 
/14-16.) No wonder, therefore, that 
they went on from bad to worse. 


The Invasion.—The conduct above 
referred to brought the forces of Baby- 
lon against Jerusalem in the ninth year 
after Zedekiah had taken possession of 
the throne; for two years the siege of 
the city was continued. “ Nebuchad- 
nezzar” or Nebuchnezzar, was prince 
of great talent and renown. He con. 
solidated the Babylonian on the ruins of 
the once vast Assyrian Empire. He 
was the greatest monarch of Babylon, 
and probably the greatest the East had 
ever produced. The Babylonian Empire, 
under this famous prince, is counted as 
one of the four powers that attained to 
universal dominion. He would not 
therefore, in the midst of his glory, al-

low the kingdom of Judah to break 


| away from his government; but he 


‘came, he and all his army, against 
Jerusalam, and pitched against it, and 
built forts against it,” etc. Forte— 
huge mounds, on which were erected 
towers of wood, overtopping the walls, 
from which the movements of the be- 
sieged could be watched. These towers 
were sometimes equipped with engines 
for projecting missiles. At this time 
the prophet was sent to Zedekiah to 
warn him ; and he made a covenant to 
liberate the slaves in Jerusalem, with 
other signs of penitence. (Jer. xxxiv :. 
2-11.) When the King of Egypt 
heard what circumstances Zedekiah was 
in, he took a great army with him, and 
came into Judea, as if he would raise 
the siege, upon which the king of Baby- 
lon departed from Jerusalem, and met 


the Egyptians, and joined battle with | 


them, and beat them. During the per- 
iod of temporary relief, the covenant of 
emancipation was broken. This act 
brought out a severe denunciation from 
the prophet, (Jer. xxxiv: 12-22) for 
which he suffered persecution and im- 
prisonment. 
tions again and again, but to no purpose. 
The king and nobles were blind and in- 
fatuated, and were misled by the say- 
ings of false prophets.’ The king of 
Babylon returned from pursuing the 
Egyptians, and again laid siege to Jeru- 
salem; and.the lon-gthreatened blow 
at last fell upon Judah. 

The Captivity.—After the long and 
dreary siege of two years, and the fam- 
ine it brought, Jerusalem at length fell 
into the hands of the besiegers, who 
put multitudes of the people to the 
sword, even in the sanctuary, to which 
they betook themselves for safety. No 
compassion was shown. They had pol- 
luted that sanctuary with their idola- 
try ; no wonder they could find no ref- 
uge there. The remaining vessels of the 
temple, which had again and again 
been ruthlessly robbed of its sacred 
stores, were now carried off; the tem- 
ple was burned; the wall of the city 
broken down, and its stately mansions 
were laid in ashes, The people who es- 
caped the sword were imprisoned and 
insulted, and were even made slaves to 
those who subdued them. (see 2 Chron.

He attempted to escape 
(2 Kings xxv: 4), but his enemies pur- 
sued and took him prisoner, slew his 
sons before his eyes, and, then, probably 
in the barbarous manner not unfre- 
quently adopted, those enimies either 
burnt out his eyes or dug them out 
with their dagger points (verses 9-11), 
Then, loaded with fetters, he was sent 
to Babylon, where he was confined in 
prison until the day of his death. Tru- 
ly it may be said, ‘Jerusalem hath 
grievously sinned; therefore she is re- 
moved.”

Owing to the inundation of the strawber1y 
lands last winter in the Santa Clara Valley, 
mot more than half a crop is expected this 
season. 

The storms of last winter are reported to 
have destroyed the bathing grounds at Santa 
Barbara, having converted the sandy beach 
into a rocky bottom. . 

Preparations for the coming May Festival 
are progressing with great vigor.

along the Stockton and Visalia Railroad, be- 
tween that city and Oakdale, has not been as 
good since 1872 as it at the present time. 
The season has been so favorable that for 
many miles this side of Oakdale a rank growth 
has sprung up between the rails, and has ob- 
tained such height and thickness as to im- 
pede the progress of the trains quite seriously. 


The Sata Monica “ Jutlook ’’ says that the 
loss on bees in that vicinity last year was 
equal to one-half. But it adds that apiarists 
are re-stocking by importation, and a good 
yield is anticipated, though not nearly so 
large as in 1876. That paper adds: ‘‘ Dur- 
ing that season not less than 200,000 pounds 
of honey were produced by apiaries in the vi- 
cinity of Santa Monica. One bee ranch alone 
—that of Mulloy & Burke—had a yield of 
60,000 pounds, the product of 300 hives.” 


A Prescott journal has the following: ‘“‘Min- 
ing matters throughout the Territory are in a 
very healthy condition. Mohave county’s 
three mills are all the time producing bullion. 
Her Hackberry and Mineral Park mills will, 
in a short time, be running on rich ore. Ya- 


vapai county has four mills pounding away, |»

So has 
Pinal county. ,Pima and Yuma counties are 
not behind in the matter of mining develop- 
ment. 

The Gold Hill ‘*‘ News’’ thus speaks of the 
surplus of labor on the Comstock: ‘* Our ex- 
changes cannot do a better thing for laborers 
of distant States than to tell them as we do 
most emphatically, that on the Comstock there 
is no work for them, and that it is the height 
of foolishness for them to come here in the be- 
lief that in some way or other they can get 
work and be able to make aliving. The re- 
sources of empleyment here are confined al- 
most entirely to tht mines and mills, outside 
of which there is but little chance of obtain- 
ing work of any kind. These are not only 
supplied to overflowing, but there are from 
1000 to 1500 men here daily walking about 
and begging for work.”’ 


Miscellaneous Items. 


John Hopkins University has now 104 
students. Fifty-four of these are graduates of 
other colleges; twenty-fuur are matriculated 
students, and the rest are special students. 


Lady Burdett-Cutts is negotiating for land 
in Osnaburg street,on which she intends to 
erect lodgings for the poor, capable of accom- 
modating 10,000 persons, at a maximum rent 
of 4 shillings and § pence weekly per domicile. 


Mary Agnes, daughter of Geo. P. Gordon, 
the printing-press man, who was left only the 
interest on $100,000 during life, gets a decis- 
ion from Surrogate Daley, of King’s county, 
N. Y., setting aside the will, on the grounds 
of incompetency in the testator, insufficient 
execution and undueinfluence. The property 
is valued at $800,000. 


Lasell Seminary for Young Women, at Au- 
burndale, Mass., is a very practical institution. 
It has just begun to give a course of lessons in 
cookery, under the direction of Miss Parloa, a 
mistress of the art. Both wholesome and 
delicate cooking is taught. There is also at 
this school a class in cutting of garments, and 
aclass in millinery, to be taught by a thor- 
oughly competent and successful milliner, is 
about to be formed. 

The close of the London masons strike leaves, 
it is stated, about 500 masons out of employ- 
ment. The strike lasted thirty-two weeks, 
and has cost the unionists, who have been 
dided to some extent by those of other trades, 
about $150,000. On the other hand, the 
master builders are said to have expended 
more than $50,000 in the importation of for- 
eign workmen and the transport to London of 
men from different parts of the country. 


Russia has constructed during the past ten 
years over 12,000 miles of railway, forming a 
vast network through the grain-producing 
districts of the empire. Nearly all the rails 
were purchased in England, but at present ex- 
tensive rolling-mills have sprung up in vari- 
ous parts of the country, which are now man- 
ufacturing steél rails. They are turning out 
all they require, which causes them to be 
independent of England in this branch of in- 
dustry. The government has lately purchased 
of the Baldwin Locomotive Works, of Phila- 
delphia, forty locomotives.
